Famine  descends  on  Horn  of  Africa 


DADAAB,  Kenya  (BP)  — 
The  father-daughter  duo 
stumbled  into  the  refugee 
camp  in  search  of  food,  water; 

a  *  *  a.  A  i  * _ 


and  shelter  after  an  eight-day 
walk  through  the  desolate, 
dried-up  African  bush.  Eerily 
thin,  they  hoped  to  find  relief 
from  the  worst  famine  to  hit 
the  Horn  of  Africa  in  60  years. 

It  took  Habiba  Nuna  and 
her  father  twice  as  long  as  the 
thousands  of  other  Somali 


refugees  making  the  four-day 
trek  from  the  border  of  Somalia 


to  Dadaab,  Kenya,  because  the 
40-year-old  woman  was  carry¬ 
ing  her  elderly  father. 

Tens  of  thousands  of 
Somalis,  mostly  women  and 
children,  stream  into  the 
refugee  camp  clutching  small 
bags  of  clothes  and  other  mea¬ 
ger  possessions.  The  children 
are  malnourished.  Most  are 
listless  and  too  small  for  then- 
age.  A  three-year-old  child 
looks  like  a  one-year-old. 

Their  mothers,  however, 
smile  and  are  in  good  spirits. 
They  have  survived  die  journey.

Just  a  few  days  later,  the  newspaper 
reported  on  an  AWOL  soldier  arrested 
near  Fort  Hood,  Texas,  with  weapons, 
explosives,  and  Muslim  jihad  materi¬ 
als  allegedly  in  his  possession.  While 
the  "Christian  extremist"  made  the 
frontpage  of  the  Times,  the  Fort  Hood 
jihadist  story  was  buried  on  page  11  of 
the  first  section,  with  hardly  a  concern 
for  the  Islamic  connection.  His  reli¬ 
gion  was  mentioned  only  in  the  ninth 
paragraph  of  the  smothered  article. 

Where's  the  balance?  Sadly,  there  is 
none  across  the  spectrum  of  main¬ 
stream  media  in  this  country  today. 

Why  is  that  the  case?  Christians  are 
often  times  (but  not  always)  the  only

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
Jake  Grece  (not  his  real  name) 
sits  at  his  computer  in  an 
undisclosed  location  in 
Africa,  answering  email  from 
a  missionary  couple.  They 
have  a  question  about  their 
finances  and  Grece  is  their 
man  —  an  International 
Mission  Board  (1MB)  mission¬ 
ary  working  as  an  accountant 

Today  Grece  is  in  the  office 
processing  financial  reports, 
sorting  expense  claims,  and 
punching  numbers  into  a 
database,  but  tomorrow  he 
and  a  local  pastor  will  hold  an 
outdoor  evangelism  service 
where  they  will  share  the 
Jospel  with  nationals. 

Accountants  may  not  be 
the  first  image  that  pops  into 
people's  heads  when  talking 
about  missionaries,  but  that's 
exactly  how  Grece,  a 
Nebraska  native,  answered 
his  call  to  missions.  He  uses 
his  financial  skills  in  the 
office  while  also  focusing  on 
ministering  to  those  around 
him,  whether  it's  frazzled 
missionaries  or  local  vil¬ 
la^ 

They  are  a  “missionary 
first  with  an  assignment  to  do 
financial  support"  said  Lynn 
Burton,  associate  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  IMB's  office  of 
finance.  “That's  the  one  thing 
to  alwavg  |ocus  on.

IMB  missionaries  serve  as 
accountants  in  four  financial 
support  centers  overseas,  tak¬ 
ing  care  of  personnel  in  the 
Americas,  Eurasia,  Asia,  and 
Africa. 

Currently,  all  the  centers 
need  more  missionaries  with 
the  skills  to  do  financial  work 
plus  a  heart  to  reach  others 
with  the  Gospel.  The  position 
requires  standard  duties  of  a 
finance  worker:  reviewing 
and  reimbursing  personnel 
spending,  transferring  funds, 
processing  expense  reports, 
and  communicating  with  per¬ 
sonnel  who  have  financial 
questions  or  issues. 

Burton,  who  works  in  the 
board's  Richmond,  Va.,  office, 
served  for  almost  20  years  as 
a  missionary  in  Africa. 
Though  he  worked  in  finan¬ 
cial  support  and  administra¬ 
tion,  ne  also  started  two 
churches,  conducted  marriage 
enrichment  seminars,  and 
taught  Bible  studies.
